LEXINGTON MEETING ENDS 



NO LOSS INCURRED DESPITE THE DRAWBACK 
OF UNFAVORABLE WEATHER. 

Racing Clean and Orderly All Through — Fall Meet- 
ings Will Probably Be Abandoned 
— Jockey Lovell Hurt. 



Islington. Ky.. May l. — The Kentucky Associa- 
tion's spring mealing of seven days Hosed this after 
i:oon and the majority of the regular followers of the 
sport who spent the w**ek here left for Louisville 
on the evening trains, the greatest number of them 
going on the speeial which left at S:15. There will 
be a special horse train leaving here tomorrow morn 
ing. which will take the majority of the horses that 
made the racing here to Churchill Downs. 

Notwithstanding the miserable weather conditions 
prevalent on three of its seven days, the association 
made a small amount of money and the otliecrs are 
cor rest MHidingly pleased. They had expected a loss 
ami the stockholders had math* preparations to go 
down in their pocket*, to make it good. The proba- 
bilities are iliat there will be no more racing at tin* 
local track this year. The meeting last fail was a 
heavy loser and no money was made at the meeting 
of the previous fall. The officers of the association 
feel that it is liest to give only spring meetings 
until there is improvement in the general turf situa- 
lion in this country and likewise in local business 
circles. There was nothing particularly brilliant 
a l suit the racing here this spring, hut ii was de 
oidedly lietter than might have been ex pis- ted for tin* 
small purses and overslow sloppy and heavy tracks 
on the greatest nuiulier of days. Some very prouiis 
iug t wo-yeur-olds. among them Claudia. Sylvcstris. 
Turf Star. .Laveno. Brunhild**. Zephyr, Foxy Mary, 
.lack Straw and Slewloot. the latter a three-time 
winner, were uncovered. 

The racing was uncommonly clean throughout and 
there was at no time any talk of scandal, Gen 
t lemon win* judged the races daily upon invitation 
and without pay, placed the horses in each of the 
forty-two races to the entire satisfaction of the 
speculators. There was no demonstration at any 
time, and not once during the meeting was a jockey 
called into the stand. There was little rough tiding, 
the one instance generally noted being in the free 
handicap Thursday, when Zipaugo came near to 
throwing Roselmrg II. on the first turn. 

There was not a disqualification or an accident 
until today. In the first race Light Bine finished 
last ami x\a> set ba.-h last for fooling t Yaw ford 
Silver l\ and Mi** KHis. In the second race Nettie 
Tracer, ridden by Monte Preston, and Buena Vista, 
ridden by Vol Lovell, fell. Lovell had his left leg. 
left wrist and oollarUnie broken, while Preston got 
off with a shaking up. Lovell was taken to Sr. 
Joseph's Hospital. 1 where his injuries have the at- 
tention of I>r. Bullock. The accident occurred iust 
as the turn out of the lvaekstretch was reached. 
Lovell’s mount was about to go into the horse ahead 
of him. Tlie l>oy took it l nick and Preston’s moimi 
mu into him. causing loth to go down. 

Tin* weather today was cold and raw. Along about 
i toon there was a snow flurry and later the wind 
was Mowing a gale, followed by another snow flurry. 
To add to the discomfiture of the gentlemen who 
anakc the favorites five of their choi<*es were de- 
feated. The attendance was about 1.500. 

Light Blue was the favorite for the opening race 
and was best, but his swerving from the inside to 
the outside when a sixteenth of a mile from the 
iinisJi cost his owner first money and his hackers the 
pleasure and profit of cashing tlelr tickets. Miss 
Felix had made the running, closely attended bv 
Crawford and Silver O., to this |K>int. and Ligh: 
Blue was coming fast on the inside, where the going 
was heaviest. When he swerved lie was about to 
reach a sloppy streak in the track and it seemed 
that lie bntusl in order to avoid it. It was elearlv 
Hot the fault of W. Brannon, who was riding. Mis> 
1-Vlix came near going *lnxvn. and U»th Crawford and 
Silver C. were impeded. Harriet Row**, finishing 
fourth, got third money after Light Bine’s dh 
qualification. 

Ludhiana, tin* favorite for the second race, was 
never a eon tender. Lady Orinutr. prominent as the 
leader in the early running, retired when the str**t**h 
was reached and finished in the ruck, while Tout 
Holland, followed by Busy Man and Austin Sturte 
rant. came on and filled tin* money positions. 

The third race was simply a cake-walk for Slew 
foot. Gruncwald went out with the evident e\ 
pectation of trimming the son of Frankfort, hut tin 
trip ip* i lio hill tired him and Pitikard and Lou 
Lanier filled the se**ond and third positions at the 
end. 

Calash was made favorite over Jack Straw in 1 lie 
fourth, hut could nor last the route. Jack St rax. 
won easily and King Solomon heat Calash a no>** for 
siM-ond place. 

The fifth and sixth races were of tin* processional 
order. Snake Mary winning tin* fifth and Ben I rouble 
2 lie sixth, both after leading all the way. 

Jockey Vincent Powers was granted a license from 
the Kentucky Racing Commission this afternoon. 
Tills will enable him to title J. B. Resocss* Winter 
green, present favorite for the Kentucky Derby. 

Jockey Mountain's request for a license was laid 
over by the commission until their next meeting 
The application of George Ham for a trainer’s ii 
eeii-c was granted, as were th**se of several others, 
Dr. H. <’. Bossier purchased today from 4. U. 
Str«*dc rite horses Gallileo anti Sam Clay. They will 
Is* shipped to India. 

Charles F. Price. T. J. Clay and William Shelley 
served this afternoon In the judges’ stand. 

Preston will probably la* kept out of the saddle for 
several days as a result of his trouble ou Nettie 
T raver.

Ontario Takes the Carrollton Cup in a Rousing 
Finish — Four Favorites Succeed — Germany’s 
Leading Turfman Present. 



Baltimore. Mil.. May 1. — The best card that has 
lw*cn presented by the Maryland Jockey Club this 
spring, was run off at Pimlico this afternoon. There 
xvere offered as features the Green Spring Valley 
St«*eplechas**. the Carrollton Cup for gentlemen riders 
ami tin* Chihaugh Memorial Cup. the conditions of 
which called for two-year-olds bred in either Penn- 
sylvania. Maryland or Virginia. These three fixtures 
are annual attractions of the spring meeting and 
alwavs arouse great local interest. Mr. David Ste- 
venson, wh«»se horses ar** being managed by Captain 
W. F. Prcsgravc. furnished th<* winners in txvo of 
these races in The Monk and Ontario. The former 
was purchased of William Garth only a few days 
ago and it was the roll's maiden effort in the colors 
of his new owner. The Monk simply spreadeagled 
his opponents ami won in a canter. 

As* a matter of fact the finishes in all but the 
Carrollton Cup were tame. Mr. Roller t Taylor, who 
is seldom seen in the saddle tin s** days. rode a rous- 
ing finish on Ontario and just did sneered in getting 
liis mount, to last long enough to l**nt Aster d’Or out 
by tin* smallest of margins. It xvas a very tight 
finish, for in another stride past tin* winning mark. 
Aster d’Or’s head showed plainly in front.

Trance. The Monk. Ontario and Lad of Langil**u.

— Breeders of thorough- 
bred horses, at a iii**eting held in tin* Phoenix Hotel 
today, decided that unless they come to the ma 
terial support of racing the Kentucky Association 
will not Ik* able to maintain the local plant another 
season and that the passing of tlie sport in the home 
of the breeding industry would have a disparaging 
effect the country over. It was decided that the 
breeders themselves would create and foster stakes 
to Ik* run for at future spring metiugs of the Ken 
lucky Association. Iiegimiing with tin* meeting of 
1910. and (J. D. Wilson. E. R. Bradley. Horace W. 
Wilson. George B. « {t » and Thomas F. Kelly were 
appointed a committee to write the conditions of 
stakes and fix tin* time for their chtsing. This com- 
mittee will meet here next Wednesday to begiu their 
work. 

Cateshy Woodford suggested that each breeder 
slum id pay $lo for each yearling that h«* owns iuto 
a fund for uiainrenami* of tin* proposed stake*, an. I 
that each yearling so represented won 1*1 1 m* eligible 
for the stakes. It was the viexv of E. R. Bradley 
that breeders should be asked at on«*e for voluntary 
contributions. This* was adopted and subscription 
papers eireulatmt among those present produced 
$2,213. as follows:

KENTUCKY DERBY HORSES READY. 

All Candidates Trained to the Hour — Great Crowd 
Expected to Be Present. 



Louisville. Ky.. May 1. — The thirty-fifth chapter 
in tin* history of the Kentucky Derby will be written 
Monday afternoon about four o'clock, for at that 
lime it is cxjieeted that at least ten and possibly 
twelve eligibles in that event will go to the post 
iu the greatest race known to the people of the 
commonwealth. 

Derby day is tlie day when the native born turn 
back tlie roll of honor lo recall the winners of the 
race. It Is the time when the old guard, now almost 
extinct, tells the rising generation of the achieve 
inents of horses, the like of which, in their opinion, 
man will never more behold. And they do not for- 
got to relate how Price McGrath, owner of Aristides, 
the first Derby winner, tapped a drum as far back 
as a half century ago. to start the racers. Then, 
they will say. the struggle was for the trophy plate, 
honor of victory outweighing all financial considera- 
tion. In those days no bookmakers swayed the 
price, for men wagered with each other, a nod of 
the head or the utterance of a word being the equal 
of posting the money. 

But this vision of the long ago promises to grow 
in fascination. The guardians of racing iu Ken 
tucky. realising the severity of the reform storm, 
conceived the Idea of retiring to the pari-mutuel 
cyclone eellar. after having discarded it years be 
fore. This system now prevails so far as the Louis- 
ville and Lexington tracks arc concerned. With tlie 
“mute liooktuakers” tlie sea of speculation will rise 
and fall, beginning Derby day and continuing for 
seventeen days thereafter. Of course, the displaying 
of odds and the American idea of race course lotting 
are most popular, but rather than not stake one’s 
judgment, backed by dollars, tlie average Kentuckian 
welcomes the mechanical bookmaker as an obi 
friend, and trusts tlie rest to fortune. 

All Kentucky will awaken Monday morning hoping 
tc* see the sun shining. Tin* weather has everything 
to do with the spectacular features of tlie Derby. 
A fair day ami a fast track mean a big field, 
greater uncertainty iu the 0011*0110* of tlie race 
and a 11101c magnificent outpouring of people. Yet. 
it takes a strong combination to work to the dis- 
advantage of the day’s festivities. Raiu. cool tem- 
perature and storms have attended tin- last three 
Derbys. still tremendous crowds attended. 

This time, if the sky is cloudless, the air balmy 
and tlie track even good, tMiurchill Downs will be 
visited by the greatest race crowd in its history. 
Colonel M. J. Winn, vice-president and general- 
mauager. expects, under favorable conditions, to see 
dose to 30.000 p«*ople in the enclosure and he con- 
fidently believes that the big race is going to be the 
best In more than a generation. 

Conditions for preparing the eligibles for tills race 
have been singularly fortunate. On the four tracks 
where tlie horses have been trained — Kentucky Asso- 
ciation. at I^exingtoii: Churchill Downs, at laiuss- 
ville: Cumberland Park, at Nashville, and Montgom- 
ery Park, at Memphis, the winter season was as if 
the trainers had ordered it. Practically all the time 
tlie tracks were good, especially the Downs course 
and that at Montgomery Park. There was little sick 
ness among the horses. Thus none sustained a set- 
back. save in one case. T. M. Green, at Montgom- 
ery Park. Fever reduced his weight, but he lias j 
come around all right ami will, it is almost certain, 
start in the Derby. 

All through the cold months such horses as Win 
tergreeo. Rockcastle. Direct and Warfield were 
worked right along at Montgomery Park. Friend 
Harry was in tin* midst of a California campaign 
and occasionally showing flashes of the marvelous 
speed lie displayed as a two-year-old. When Ik* 
reeled off the Derby route of a mile and a quarter 
iu 2:06 flat, one-quarter faster than tlie Derby rec- 
ord. set by Lieutenant Gibson in 1900. tlie students 
of form in this section of the country turned their 
eyes toward the setting sun and figuratively observed 
the Derby winner. This colt arrived here last Sun- 
day. seemingly iu good cundithHi. Since then lie lias 
manifested signs of lieing tucked up. but ids trainer. 
Grover Baker, and owner. Edward Alvey, say they 
are unable to find snch to be the case. Turfmen 
lan k from the coast say that If Friend Harry is 
ready and can stay the distance he ought to win. 
Alvey says l:-e will, and he is a good judge. 

Away last whitet good reports reached here from 
Lexington about J. N. Camden’s Miami. On the 
• >iK*ning day of the Lexington races this colt defeated 
Wintergreen. and since then, on last Tuesday, with 
bis weight up. he worked the route in 2:08. This 
settled it so far as the Lexington contingent is 
concerned. The colt reached Churchill Downs Thurs- 
day in good order. When he starts lie will carry 
the money of the blue grass contingent. His owner 
is a wealthy man. who is engaged in racing for the 
sport’s sake and its preservation. 

Michael Angelo, the property of George Hendrie 
of Detroit, was trained at Cumberland Park. Until 
a week ago lie bad l>een regarded as a 11011-starter, 
as reports were persistent, that he was not training 
011 and did not appear fit to saddle in the Derl» . 
Suddenly the wireless information came ami persons 
with prying eyes began to investigate. It was as- 
certained that the chestnut son of Onius had worked 
faster than any other Derby candidate. Realizing 
that it was useless to continue under cover John 
Walters, trainer of the colt and the man who sent 
the great little mare. Ida Pickwick, to tlie post in 
so many winnuig races, unloaded his charge at 
(Turcliill Downs and joined the turfmen there in a 
general laugh. Walters had I*h*ii overhauled in ills 
specialty of “silence and fun." Hundreds of Ten- 
nesseeans are coming to see Michael Angelo run 
and they, of course, expect to see him win. 

It was in 1889 that the Tennesseeans filed into 
Churchill Downs like an invading army the day of 
the Proctor Knott — Spokane duel. To a man the 
sports of the sister state pinned their faith and 
aciompanying dollars to Proctor Knott. That night 
one of them, less grief-stricken than Ills comrades, 
wired home for funds, addiug iu explanation: 

“Tlie army of tlie Cumberland is sleeping on the 
cold, cold ground.’’ 

Cam peon ha* |*eeu trained at the Downs under the 
care of George J. Ixuig’s careful man. Fete Coyne, 
who has saddled a Derby winner iu tlie splendid Sir 
lluon. lb* sent Sir ( leges to the post last year ami 
finished second to Stone Street. Coyne has been 
saying that Cam peon will not do. Mavis* he is 
right, but at Lexington this week the colt worked 
a mile in 1:41*. 

Oin at Douglas Park Tom F. Hayes’ Sir Catesby. 
a maiden, has been working like a streak. Flo is a 
Sir Dixon colt. big. awkward and well bred. Haves 
likes him. 

Ada Meade, a filly owned by J. C. Milam, won 
twice this week at Lexington and may start. Milam 
regards her as one of the l»est lie has owned. 

Wintergreen. picked by the majority weeks ago 
l<> win the Derby, appears the typical Dcrhv horse 
all over. He is well turned and. like Ben Brush, 
stands fifteen and one half hands high and is built 
io run. He is a bulldog horse with a grand tiigiit 
of speed and ever willing to run. It is said by those 
who know the horse best that he will be sent at 
a pace calculated to run the others into distress in 
tin* first quarter. Respess says this sou of Dick 
Welles — Winter has courage without limit, an ever- 
lasting disposition to go a long distance and is iu 
perfect condition. 

Direct, which will run coupled with W. J. Young's 
Warfield, is keyed up tight, hut he is in a sense 
an unknown pr<>|M»ition. His trials with Warfield, 
however, have been exceptionally fast. 

T. M. Green, owned by “Uncle Davy’’ Frewitt. 
was one of the best two-year-olds in tin* west. Should 
he show a return of this form lie is going to be a 
sure contender. Prewitt thinks well of the colt 
despite the horse’s illness while in training. 

Dr. Barkley lias been working fast and is regarded 
as a coir of more than ordinary merit. Ice Smitlia 
lias trained him.
